ſent Majeſty's Reign, fo2 the Suppozt of His Majeſty's 
Iouſehold, and of the Ponour and Dignity of the Trown 
of Great Britain; but in caſe of the Demiſe of Idis Ma⸗ 
jeſty (whom God long pzeſerve !) befoze the Mhole of 
the ſaid Exchequer Bills, amounting to Thzee hundzed 
thouſand Pounds, be cancelled and diſcharged, then ſuch 
of the ſaid Bills as ſhall remain uncancelled ſhall, from 
the Quarter Day next pzeceding ſuch Demiſe, be charged 
and chargeable upon, and be paid and payable out of,
